AIR SERVICE FOR BELFAST ? 


Several years ago an air service between 
Belfast and England was opened with a 
great flourish of trumpets, and ground for 
an ‘aerodrome was secured at Malone. 
Several preliminary flights were made by 
Mr. Alan Cobham (now Sir Alan), and 
the Lord Mayor (Sir William Turner) also 
made the journey across, while mails were 
also delivered by ‘plane. Much was ex- 
iggy but the service was disgontinued 
or various reasons, wind and weather 
being an important factor. The project 
has been revived, and a reference at the 
meeting of the Belfast Corporation this 
week shows that it is by no means an 
idle dream. Regarding certain corre- 
spondence with a London firm relative 
to the acquisition of the lands in ques- 
tion, the Town Clerk «tated that a 
member of the firm had been in Belfast 
within the last few days; and it is now 
hoped that the aerodrome will be worked 
on a service between Belfast, Dublin and 
London, and it is possible that London- 
derry will also be connected. The details 
of the scheme, it seems, have still to be 
worked out before any definite proposals 
can be submitted to the Corporation. In 
commenting on the matter Alderman 
Jamison said that it was very necessary that 
Belfast should recognise the future in 
regard to aerial services, adding that they 
must take their place with Dublin and 
other large cities if they are to retain 
their position. ; 


CLOGHER VALLEY RAILWAY. 


As predicted in this column the other 
day, the residents of the Clogher Valley 
district have decided to petition the 
Northern Government for the retention 
of the passenger service on the local light 
railway, which, if closed down, would 
mean disaster to the whole area which it 
serves. Major-General Montgomery, C.B., 
Chairman of the board of directors. has 
spoken his mind freely on the subject. 
In the course of an interview on Tuesday 
he said that the proposed rearrangement 
left very little railway and a very large 
unemployment problem behind it. He 
was satisfied that the scheme would not 
work, and in the course of his criticism 
faid that the Government stood to gain 
very heavily by doing away with the 
passenger trafhe and still more heavily 
if the line were closed down altogether, 
as then their liability to contribute even 
to the dividends on the shares would 
cease, With regard to reconstruction, the 
directors liave prepared a scheme to put 
the railway on a sound business footing, 
the actual cost of which would be cefm- 
paratively trifling when spread over a 
number of years, and even that amount 
will be required for a purely goods traffic 
line. ; 

In these circumstances General Mont- 
gomery declines to be a party to a 
plan which, he is of opinion, would bring 
disaster on the district; and he suggests 
that the people should organise to make 
an effective protest before it is too late. 
That advice has already been taken, and 
an appeal will be made to the Ministries 
concerned to reconsider the matter. T.ast 
vear the Prime Minister, who was accom- 
panied by the. Minister of Home Affairs, 
made a tour of certain parts of the 
province for the purpose of examining, 
as he said himself... grievances at first 
hand, so that they might be remedied. A 
quarter of a million pounds was given to 
rch Londonderry, and it is inconceivable 
that the Government should save, as sng- 
gestel by General Montgomery, a few 
thousand pounds at the expense of the 
prosperity of a poor district remotels 
situated. Lord Craigavon promised assist- 
ance in areas where it is required, anda 
he may be relied on to keep his word. 


GOVERNMENT'S NEW YEAR GIFT 


[The Northern Government's new year 
gilt to persons between 65 and 70 years 
of age who have qualified under the new 
pension. scheme came into operation to- 
day, and there was joy in many a poor 
home throughout the province. Pensions 
have already been awarded to nearly 7,500 
applicants in connection with the Act, 
and, as the amount payable is 10s. apiece, 
without restriction as to means, the sum 


of £3,750, roughly speaking, will be distri- 


buted weekly. The number of pensioners 
will increase as the months roll by, and 
it will be recognised that the responsibility 
of the Government is a very heavy one ; 
but it has been cheerfully undertaken 
in the knowledge that the social services 
on behali of the aged poor have been 
improved, The Post Office authorities are 
to be congratulated on the excellent 
arrangements made to deal with the extra 
work, everything proceeding smoothly, and 
the new army of veteran pensionets pro- 
ceeded homewards early, grateful for bless- 
ings received from a paternal Govern- 


ment. 


REJECTED FROM FREE STATE. 


What is wrong with the Free State 
cattle, or; at least, those of them which 
are sent North? For some time past large 
numbers of carcases have been condemned 
at the Belfast Abattoir, and at thé meet 
ing of the Corporation this week it was 
stated that the Medical Supérintendent 
Officer of Health had submitted returns 
from which it appeared that a large pro- 
portion of those diseased animals came 
irom the Free State. After some discus- 
sion, it was decided to draw the attention 
of the Ministry of Agriculture to “ the 
abnormal number of emaciated, tubercular 
and otherwise diseased éattle, unfit for 
human food, coming into Northern Ireland 
from the Free State ’’: and it was recom- 
mended that an examination should take 
place at the boundary, so that such 
animals should not be allowed to enter 
the Six Counties. This is rather a serious 
state of affairs, and: deserves careful con- 
sideration by the Southern authorities. 
The superb quality of live stock in the 
Free State is acknowlédged everywhere, 
and it would be a matter for regret ii the 
industry should suffer. A searching 
examination should be made into the 
matter: for with loss of éonfidence there 
is certain to be loss of business.

Guard David Hannon (68 F) with the Royal 
Humane Society's certificate for life-saving at 
Kingstown in August last, 

Recalling the circumstat.ces of the rescue; 
Mr. Cussen said that of August 13th he 
committed to Grangegorman Mental Hospitel 
a young girl who had attempted to commit 
suicide a few days before, and would have 
done so had it not been for the plucky 
action of Guard Hannon. The gir! was walk- 
ing on the green plot to the west of the 
Royal Irish Yacht Club, Kingstown, when 
Guard Hannon observed her, Hé had some 
doubts as to her intentions, and when he saw 
her take off her hat, run to thé edge of the 
embankment and plunge into the sea, Guard 
Hannon, who was heariy a quarter Of A 
mile off, rushed to the embankment and, 
without a moment's hesitation, plunged in 
after the girl. A desperate struggle fol- 
lowed. The poor git] did everything that 
sh: could to drown, not only herself, but the 
Guard as well. 

STRUGGLE IN SEA. 

Nobody, said the Justice, cold have 
thought it cowardly if the Guard at that 
moment had freed, himself from the grasp 
of that poor lunatic. But he held on, and, 
after a terrible struggle, succeeded in bring- 
ing the girl ashore, afterwards conveying her 
to St. Michael's Hospital, where she re- 
covered, 

“Such conduct,”’ added the Justice, “is, 
of course, brave in the last degree.” It waé 
very pleasing to him to find that the Royal 
Humane Society once again in this country 
had recdgnised an act of remarkable bravery, 
and had requested him to present its certifi- 
cate to the Guard, saying that he was justly 
entitled to the honorary téstimonial inscribed 
on vellum for his gallant action. 

The Justice then called Guard Hannon for- 
ward and, addressing him, said:—‘‘I have 
now great pleasure in presenting this to you, 
and I feel honoured in asking you to shaké 
my hahd. I am proud. of your action. Tt is 
one more instance of the many acts of kind- 
ness and humanity displayed by the Guards 
towards the citizens of this country—acts 
that are often not within the strict stope of 
their dutics, but which ate discharged with 
as good a heart as those that they are 
officially obliged to, discharge.’’ 

The Justice then shook Guard Hannon 
warmly by the hand, and the latter suitably 


replied.

Négotiations for awards in 
resnect of lifeboat work, rescues from fires, 
and so forth, always had to be conducted 
with, cross-Channel organisations, and when 
he was asked, “ What Irish society will deal 
with this case,” he had none to mention. Hé 
theught that it was about time that they 
woke up and made their own presentations, 

‘“The Royal Humane Society,” he added, 
‘will always co-opérate, bnt still we ‘tvould 
like to think we could hofour our own 
countrymen. <A brave man does not want 
money, but hé likes a man to také off his hat 
and sav, ‘ Well done!’ ”’ 

The Justice—I am in entire agreement with 
your remarks, Captain, and I trust that you 
and I will live to see your suggéstions ¢arried 
out, 

Captain McCombie—I would like to see the 
Guard with an Irish decoration on his uniform 
bearing the inscription, “ This is a lifé-savér.’’ 

The Justice—Quite right. 

Inspector TI. Clarke, on behalf of the Guards, 
returned thanks to the Society and to the 
Justice, adding—‘' Since yotir Worship first 
sat in this court you have always assistéd and 
enconraged the Guards in the discharge of 
their ditties, and we appreciate the: honour 
you have conferred on Guard Hannon by 
making the presentation to him.’’

A JESUIT BIOGRAPHY. 
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LOYSIUS GONZAGA, born in the 
Castle of Castiglione in 1568, was 
réaréd in the Court of the Medici in 
Florence, aid later was page in the 
Spanish Court. After much difficulty, 
and only with the special permission of 
the Empéror, he resigned his heritage to 
his brother. and, in 1585, entered the 
Society of Jésus. His saintly life at- 
tracted love and admiration, but it was 
short. In 1591, while he was still a 
théological student, a plague broke out in 
Itel¥, and he wént about in humble 
fashion caring for the sick. In a few 
months he was stricken down, and died. 
He was beatified thirty years later, and 
canonised in 1726. 

Father Martindale has written a beauti- 
ful and moving study of his _ fellow- 
Jesuit’s life. The account of the last 
days, when Aloyéiis was happy to know 
that he was dying, and desired only that 
he might escape no hardship that was en- 
dured on Calvary, helps the reader to 
understand the fascination that the héroic 
virtues of this youth has exerted on ten 
énerations. Pope Pius XI. is among 

1ose who continually exhort young men 
to model their characters on that of 
Aloysius.

Mrs. Stirling Charmed with 
the Country.

Although Mrs. Stirling, wife of the 
United States Minister in the Free State, 
is busy getting ready for her trip to 
Washington she was able to spare time 
on Wednesday to talk to me about 
Ireland. 

“Life in Ireland,” she said, “is ideal 
from every point of view. The country is 


small enough to let you feel that you ure! 


somebody and large enough to give scope 
for work and amusement. ’’ 

We talked about clothes. I expected io 
hear of Parisian shops in connection witi 
the journey to America, for all her Jife 
up to the present Mrs. Stirling has been 
a customer of the world-known 
Caillaux and Worth; but all the dresses 
she is to wear in the United States have 
been purchased in Dublin. She described 
some of them, and they sounded very lovely. 

Mrs. Stirling has not forgotten our Irish 
manufactures. She told me that she has 
bought tweeds in every colour, with 
woollen blouses to match. “ My friends,’’ 
she added, ‘‘ bought tweeds until their 
trunks were bulging with them. ‘These 
Irish materials make the most comfortable 
clothes in the world.”’ 

I was surprised to hear from Mrs. 
Stirling views on the Irish climate. It was 
raining on Wednesday, and as I sat with 
ner I remembered the many bad days we 
had been having. I grumbled about it in 
my own mind, but Mrs, Stirling’s en- 
thusiasm dispelled these clouds. ‘‘It is 
the best climate I have ever been in,” 
she said. She explained the difficulties 
and long separations that are entailed on 
the families of people in the diplomatic 
service, The men are usually obliged 
to live in the same place the whole year 
round, and in most places-——she mentioned 
Washington and Italian cities especially— 
it is too hot for the children to remain 
all through the summer. ‘This results in 
separations of three months or more from 
the parents. The Irish climate is 
sufficiently mild to be healthy al! the year 
round. 

Already Mrs. Stirling has visited much 
of ‘the country. She stayed with 
Thomas Stafford in Roscommon and Lady 
Leslie in Glasslough. She has been 
friends in Clonmel and Kenmare, 
with the family of the Marquis of 
W aterford.

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THE PROFESSION OF

NEED FOR RESTRICTING 
ENTRY. 
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Sharply contrasted views on the ‘‘ mechani- 
sation’’ of music—that is to say, the develop- 
ment cof the * player-piano,”’ the gramaphone, 
and wireless—were expressed at the annual 
meeting of the Incorporated Society of 
Musicians in London, Dr. E. Markham Lee. 
in his presidential address, was somewhat 
critical of these aids to music, but other 
speakers spoke of them with enthusiasm. 

Dr. E. Markham Lee, in his addiess, re- 
ferred to the past year as one of more or less 
universal depression in music, except for the 
more mechanical forms such as the grama- 
phone and wireless. Opera, although artifi- 
cially supported, was still in a rather 
desperate condition; orchestral concerts had 
been continued with difficulty, and in the 
case of the Queen’s Hall Promenades, only 
with the aid of the British Broadcasting Cor- 
betha: many choral societies were falling 
y the wayside; recitals were only success- 
fully attempted by the few. Chamber music 
alone was in a more hopeful condition, pro- 
bably because it made less demands in the 
matter of expense. The fact had to be 
faced that music was becoming mechanised, 
and the problem for practising musicians was 
how best they could meet the altered circum- 
stances. The remedies were not altogether 
easy to find, but as a preliminary they would 
be wise to assume that the rivalry of the 
gramaphone and wireless had come to stay, 
and that they could not with any safety 
reckon on their attractions waning. How, 
then, was the profession to meet the de. 
pression with which it was faced? 

MUST BE FEWER MUSICIANS. 

“The only real remedy that I can see,’ 
continued Dr. Lee. “is that there must be 
fewer of us. There is only one way to reduce 
the number of entrants to the profession. 
First of all, to make a gate of entry to it, 
and then to make that gate difficult to go 
through. Some people think there is already 
a gate of entry, and point to certain degrees 
and diplomas. There is no gate. People 
tumble in just as they like, and you cannot 
hoof them out. The only method of building 
such a gate is so to educate. public opinion 
that it will not’ employ any musician or 
music teacher other than a really qualified 
person. (Hear, hear.) 

“To my mind, the profession of music will 
never be on a par with some of the other 
professions until there is a gate of entry 
which demands, not merely a test of musical 
ability, but one of ordinary general educa- 
tion, Why should we expect educationists to 
recognise us so long as we do not insist upon 
real education? I have heard some startling 
things lately on this point. I know of one 
school on the South Coast where the head- 
mistress will not employ a music teacher who 
possesses musical diplomas alone, but insists 
on the B.A. degree as well. That mistress is 
a little ahead of her time, but she is on the 
right line. What is the good of having a lot 
if these half-baked people who know music 
and nothing else?’ (Hear, hear.) 

ENNOBLING THE PROFESSION. 

As a professional they had advanced in 
public opinion, but they had not advanced 
nearly enough.

At the Julianstown District Court yesterday 
Mr. Walsh, solicitor, renewed his application 
to District Justice B. J. Goff for an occasional 
licence for the Louth Hunt Ball for Friday 
night. The Justice had refused the applica- 
tion at the Drogheda Court on Monday jast. 

Mr. Walsh said that they did not intend to 
have a bar at the dance; they merely wanted 
leave to supply drink to the people having 
supper. Supper would oe served in relays, 
and he suggested a period of from two to 
three hours for the hcence. He understood 
that the Civic Guard had no objection. The 
caterers were Messrs. Mills, of Dublin, a well- 
known and respectable firm, and the licensee 
was Mr. Markey, for James Sheridan and 
Co., of Navan, also a respectable firm. 

WHY THE APPLICATION WAS 
REFUSED. 

The Justice, in announcing his decision, 
said that he had carefully considered the 
matter, and had come -to the conclusion that 
it was better not to depart from his rule in 
the matter. 

There was a very strong opinion, continued 
Mr. Goff, amongst the temperance people, and 
particularly amongst the clergy and hierarchy, 
as to the granting, under any circumstances, 
of occasional licences for dances. They said 
that it was harmful and caused any: amount 
of evils, and brought other evils in its train. 
He could not ignore that aspect of it, and it 
was because of that feeling, as well as what 
he himself had heard from people who were 
in the habit of attending dances where there 
were bars, that he made up his mind not to 
grant these occasional licences.

The allegations made by Alderman Hall, of 
Hereford, that “ Irish cattle are full of 
disease.” and that the foot-and-mouth trouble 
in England ' is due to disease in cattle leav- 
ing Ireland,” are so obviously at variance 
with the facts that no official denial is 
deemed necessary in the Irish Free State. 

When the matter was brought under the 
notice of Mr. P. Hogan, the Free State 
Minister for Agriculture, he declined to 
make any comment through the Press. Í 
was, however, given to understand that the 
question will be taken up through the High 
Commissioner fbr the lrish Free State in 
London. 

Fortunately ‘for stock-owners in this 
country, previous allegations of a similar kind 
have been denied in the British House of 
Commons. ' 

There has beén. no foot-and-mouth disease 
in this country for over five years. If it 
existed, our farmers would very soon know of 
it, because restrictions would be imposed on 
the movement of stock, many animals would 
probably be slaughtered, and trade generally 
would be seriously hampered. If, therefore, 
our live stock have a clean bill of health, 
how can they possibly bring infection to 
England? 

It seems to me that if people who make un- 
founded statements were challenged to prove 
them or forfeit a substantial amount to some 
deserving charity, it might tend to check 
them.

Ad 
valorem tariffs had been placed by the present 
Minister for Finance on several imports for 
purely revenue purposes. Such tariffs 
should not be regarded as protective tariffs. 
‘*Selective Tariffs ' was merely a parrot-cry, 
a libellous epithet invented for the purpose 
of discrediting the efforts of those who were 

epared to formulate a scheme of fiscal pro- 
tection designed to promote agricultural and 
industrial development. He admitted, how- 
ever, that the present Minister for Lands 
and Agriculture had done very good work 
for the effective up-grading and the efficient 
marketing of our agricultural produce. The 
success of the cattle trade did not connote 
the success of agriculture. Such live meat 
export should be replaced. by the export of 
dead meat, and ancillary industries should be 
established. In conclusion, he stated that

“DICTIONARIES ARE 
NOT CONCLUSIVE,”

“In the course of its duties the British 
Broadcasting Corporation has to use spoken 
‘English every day to an extent and with a 
range for which there is no precedent,”’ say 
the Corporation in a statement issued yester- 
day. ‘‘In general, the policy of the B.B.C. 
has always been to develop a cultured and 
characteristic use of words without mechani- 
cal standardisation. To the ideal pronuncia- 
tion and enunciation that is sought excessive 
refinement is as abhorrent as vulgarity. Then, 
in particular, there are numbers of words: not 
normaliy used in conversation, but which 
regularly appear in news bulletins, and have 
to be uttered by announcers. In addition, 
there are the new importations constantly 
arising, like the word ‘ gyratory.’ 

“It would clearly have been simple to in- 
struct the announcers to refer to a dictionary 
when in doubt. But dictionaries are not con- 
elusive. They differ among themselves, and 
they give numbers of variants and alterna- 
tives. A colossal work like the Oxford Eng- 
lish Dictionary is not convenient for rapid 
reference, and it can reflect neither the rapid 
changes of fashion nor the novel importations 
of each year. Moreover, it was considered 
necessary as a piece of tidy organisation 
that B.B.C. announcers should be reasonably 
consistent in their pronunciation, and, thére- 
fore, It Was essential to provide them with 
a regular source of guidance. 

“The B.B.C. were fortunate in 1926 in 
securing the advice of an eminent committee 
presided over by Dr. Robert Bridges, the 
Poet Laureate, and consisting of the follow- 
ing members:—Mr. George Bernard Shaw, 
Sir Johnston Forbes Robertson, Mr. Logan 
Pearsall Smith. Daniel Jones. Mr. 
A. Lioyd James, Secretary. It will be seen 
that the committee includes two of the fore- 
most experts on English speech, three well- 
known writers distinguished for their atten- 
tion to language, and an honoured veteran of 
the theatrical profession.

The twenty-fifth annual general meeting of 
the Society of Incorporated Accountants in 
Ireland was held at the offices, 4 Dame street, 
Dublin, on Wednesday. The President, Mr. 
A. H. Walkey, occupied the chair, and the 
following members of the Committee were

[n proposing the adoption of the report and 
accounts for the year ended ólst July, 1927, 
the President said :—The principal event olf 
the year under review was the introduction 
into the Senate of the Oireachtas of the 
Registered Accountants Bill, which was pro- 
moted jointly by the Institute of Chartered 
Accountants in Ireland and this Society. 
The second reading took place on the 24th 
February, 1927, when the motion that the 
bill be referred to a Select Committee was 
rejected by 18 to 15 votes. This result was 
extremely disappointing, following the work 
of some years’ duration by the promoting 
bodies, who had exercised the greatest care 
and consideration, and obtained the best legal 
advice in the preparation of the bill, which 
provided in the most generous fashion for 
admission to the register of all practising 
accountants, and for a transition period 
during which unarticled clerks could qualily 
for admission in due course. 

As the debate proceeded, it became clear 
that generally speaking the public have a 
very limited knowledge of the nature of the 
duties and responsibilities which are cast upon 
professional accountants; in fact, 16 was 
obvious that quite a number of Senators who 
had joined in the debate had little or no 
appreciation of the distinction in training aud 
experience as between professional account- 
ants and book-keepers, and considered that 
it was more or less an automatic step from 
the latter to the former occupation,

to obtain registration for the profession, has 
its consolations. It 1s Mere® that had a 
register ol professional accountants been set 
re would have been a levelling down 
rather than a levelling up of the standard 
of professional competence and conduct to 
which chartered and incorporated accountants 
are accustomed, and which is the result of 
the. training and experience gained under the 
systems of their respective bodies, and to 
whose discipline they have voluntarily 
submitted tnemselves. To the majority 
of the members of these bodies, registration 
would have brought no personal benefit, and, 
no doubt, chartered and incorporated account- 
ants will continue to enjoy the confidence of 
the business community, and to share the 
greater part of the professional work which 
ia continually increasing in its scope and 
responsibilities as commerce ani, inaustry 
develops and expands. 

So far as our. own Society is concerned, it is 
free to pursue its progressive policy, and as 
our duties and responsibilities increase to keep 
pace with the requirements of the time by 
evdlving a more intensive training and examl- 
nation syllabus which will equip our students 
to meet the changing conditions. 


THE EXAMINATIONS. | 

At the examinations held in the Dublin and 
Belfast centres in November, 1926, and May, 
1927, there were in all 79 candidates, and of 
these 45 passed and 34 failed. The fact that 
over 50 per cent. were unsuccessful in the 
final and intermediate examinations shows the 
high standard required by the examiners. In 
his presidential address last year, my prede- 
cessor recommended candidates to keep them- 
selves up to-date in legislation of professional 
nterest, in addition to pursuing the usual 
course of study for the examinations, and I 
cannot do better than repeat this advice.

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WHAT IS BASIC 
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NEW FILM TO HELP FARMERS, 
_ Films are likely to play an increasing part 
in 1928 in the education of farmers. Already 
under the auspices of the English National 
larmers’ Union, the Cooper Research Bureau 
film on sheep parasites has been extensively 
shown in agricultural districts; and the 
Empire Marketing Board is sponsoring an 
educational film dealing with food production 
and marketing. 

A novel attempt is now to be made by @ 
well-known Scottish lecturer to supply by 
film an answer to the question “ What 1s 
basic slag’’’ He hopes, by making a dull 
subject interesting, to demonstrate vividly to 
the farmer that basic slag, which is produced 
at home ntakes a better fertiliser than the 
nitrates imported from abroad. The film has 
been produced, photographed with an 
amateur’s cine-kodak and titled by Mr. John 
Dunlop, B.Se., and it c&ntains ‘thrills ” .in 
the shape of pictures of blast furnaces at 
work and the dazzhng rivers of molten lead 
that pour from them. More valuable to 
farmers, however, are the pictorial records 
of experiments with the fertiliser, which are 
conducted at Cockle Park, Northumberland, 
and Thrussington, Leicestershire, and other 
places. 

The film has been shown privately to the 
Ministry of Agriculture, and Mr. Dunlop 
proposes to undertake a tour with it under 
the aegis of various farming and educational 
bodies. He intends to take his cine-camera 
with him on tour, and add to the film when- 
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whole grain.

When 
those minds turn to questions of ways and 
means Ireland must be prompt to help 
them. ‘The present system, by which two 
distinct organisations, dependent on 
private subscriptions, maintain a feeble 
and spasmodic propaganda in America, 
is wholly useless. Ireland ought to have 
tourist agents in all the large American 
cities, but these men ought to be 
appointed, paid and controlled by the two 
Irish Governments. They ought to work 
in intimate co-operation with the great 
shipping companies, which have vast re- 
sources of advertisement. Thus the Irish 
tourist organisations would be relieved of 
an impossible task, and could apply all 
their energies to their rightful business— 
which is to qualify themselves to be able 
to say truthfully to America, “ Come; for 
all things are now ready.” In the first 
place, the Northern and Southern 
organisations ought to unite their forces. 
In the next place, they ought to take 
vigorous measures for the improvement of 
Irish hotels. They will achieve nothing 
until they begin to regard decent 
accommodation for visitors as their main, 
if not their only, purpose in life. Before 
Mr. Cosgrave sails for the United States, 
with a national mandate to invite an 
American invasion, he is entitled to the 
assurance that Ireland will ‘‘deliver the 


goods.

Rare Books. 


There was transacted recently in Ire- 
land a curious little comedy of the rare 
book trade. The contents of a fine old 
house in a sequestered corner of the land 
were announced for auction. In the 
rustic auctioneer’s catalogue a breviat of 
the library was given, wherein there were 
such entries “The Works of 
William Shakespeare and “ Milton: 
Poems ’’—with no indication whether a 
first folio or a sixpenny edition was 
concerned. A few dealers in books 
descended on that remote house on the 
auction day. They were mostly from 
across the Channel ; for suspicion had got 
abroad that treasures 
The auctioneer, however, allowed no time 
for detailed examination and piecemeal! 
purchase. He offered the whole library 
in a Jump, and when the bewildered 
visitors hesitated to offer more than a few 
score pounds an adventurous native, 
hitherto unknown among bibliophiles, 
carried off the entire collection for a suin 
of about £100. Report declares that 
among the uncaialogued volumes bought 
thus like the proverbia: pig in the poke 
were valuable first editions of Swift and 
other eighteenth century authors—single 
volumes which brought thei: new possessor 
as much a piece as was paid for the 
library. For once the experimenter was 
luckier than the expert. Lucky hauls like 
these grow daily rarer. In Ireland the 
recent sale of old estates threw thousands 
of rare old books on the market, but now 
the supply is all but exhausted. The 
demand, however, slackens not at all. 
Never were there such days for the dealer

Out of Pawn. 


“The choice of all lives is to be poor,” 
said the Irish poet, who probably realised 
his ambition. Poverty, however, in olden 
times, and in Southern countries to-day, 
is a different thing from destitution in 
one of our bleak, modern cities. There 
can be few more sordid sights than that 
of the pawnshop in poor neighbourhoods, 
where the household possessions, and the 
pitiful pieces of jewellery belonging to 
happier days, are bartered by the drunken 
sloven and the honest unfortunate, week 
after week, to be lost at last as the weight 
of debt grows overpowering. In Spain a 
strange interruption of this gloomy trade 
is announced. The national Budget for 
the last year has yielded a surplus of 
12,000,000 pesetas—a peseta is roughly the 
equivalent of a shilling—and the Govern- 
ment has decided to devote part of this 
national saving to the redemption of goods 
pawned by poor families. To hundreds of 
homes articles of attire or of furniture, 
pledged for sums needed to tide over little 
difficulties, will be returned through the 
bounty of the State. The cynic will 
discern an astute bid for popularity; but 
Spain—where, once a year, the King 
washes the feet of beggars from the street— 
has a gift for picturesque measures of 
benevolence. It would be interesting to 
know how far twelve million shillings 
would help to relieve the poor of 
Dublin, Belfast and Cork of their 
indebtedness to the trader under the sign 
of the Medici. The Marqués de Estella, 
no doubt, will ensure that this year’s 
remission of debts is not turned into an 
annual custom lest the unthrifty should 
presume upon it; but we could wish that 
everywhere the poor had the opportunity 
afforded to those of Spain to make a fresh 
start.

THE NEEDS. OF GREYSTONES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Referring to the description of the 
damage wrought to the pier and to the 
North Beach at Greystones during the 
recent prolonged and heavy north-easterly 
gale, it may of interest to observe that 
for the past two years my society has en- 
deavoured to awaken the Wicklow County 
Council and other public authorities to the 
exposed condition of this beach and the cot- 
tages erected along it: margin. The cor- 
respondence between the society and these 
authorities, and the deputations that have 
impressed upon them the urgent necessity to 
undertake defensive measures, have not been 
entirely fruitless, as; during the past summer, 
a wall was erected to protect the road- 
way and the watermain which serves the 
fifteen dwellings in this neighbourhood. On 
Christmas night, when the gale was at its 
height, and the roadway, where unprotected, 
was crumbling into th sea, it was found that 
several of the cottages would be destroyed, 
as were two at the north end of the beach 
in the gale of November, 1925. Arrange- 
ments were accordingly made, with the kind 
co-operation of the manageress, to house any 
evicted families in the Grand Hotel, and 
fires and other comforts were provided for 
their reception. Fortunately, the emergency 
did not arise, as the new wall held. Con- 
siderable damage occurred, however, and the 
position of the occupiers, many of them 
owners of these. cottages, can only be de- 
scribed as deplorable. 

It is the intention of the Society to use 
every effort to have this wall extended and 
the road remade, so that at least some 
measure of security may be afforded to the 
families concerned. It does not seem un- 
reasonable to expect assistance from public 
authorities in saving dwellings from collapse, 
when expenditure is being daily incurred in 
providing new houses throughout the connty 
for the very class who have for so long been 
exposed. to danger in Greystones.—Yours,

THE ARTS AND CRAFTS SOCIETY,

Sir,—I shall be glad if you will publish 

this letter to correct an erroneous impression 

left by your recent article on the late Earl 
of Mayo. It was stated therein that Lord 

Mavo founded the Arts and Crafts Society 

of Ireland, and that, after two exhibitions 

had been held, the movement languished, 
and ultimately died out.

Mr. Lows Sinclair, who was Conservative 
member of Parliament for the Romford 
Division of Essex from 1897 until 1906, died 
on Wednesday afternoon at his London home 
in his 67th year.

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INTERNATIONAL LAW. 


CONFERENCE AT THE HAGUE. 
From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
THE HAGUE, Thursday. 

The sixth Conference of International and 
Private Law was opened to-day in the Palace 
ot Peace by the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
Jonkheer Beelaerts Von Blokland. Twentv- 
two States are represented at the Conference, 
which is presided over by Dr. Loder, former 
President of the Permanent International 
Court of Justice, who also presided over the 
Conference which met in 1925. 

The present Conference will first revive the 
proposed conventions. with regard to bank- 
ruptcy and the recognition and execution of 
foreign sentences in their final shape. It will 
also complete the draft convention regarding 
inheritance and wills. The question of giving 
the Permanent Court of International Justice 
the right to interpret, if need arises, such 
conventions as have been concluded, and to 
determine their weight and bearing, will be 
examined. a 

The Conference will also devote some time 
to the data which has been collected with 
regard to the question of gratuitous legal 
advice, as well as to that aspect of the ques- 
tion of nationality, which concerns the rights 
of children.

The United States seems desirous of 
playing a prominent part in world 
politics; for, having launched a scheme 
for the outlawry of war, which has met 
with a fairly favourable reception all 
round, its Government now intends to 
call a World Conference with a view to 
the revision of all inter-Alhed war debts 
as well as the Dawes scheme of repara- 
tion .payments from Germany. The 
inference must be that the United States 
is considering whether she cannot release 
her Allies from the obligations which 
they incurred in a mutual effort, and at 
the same time relieve the burden placed 
upon Germany. The possibilities of such 
a move are highly intriguing, but at the 
same time there is an inclination in diplo- 
matic circles to regard the proposals as 
likely to undermine the influence of the 
League of Nations. With war and 
reparations swept from its sphere the 
League would be only a shadow; for 
armaments would go in one case and 
financial security might result from the 
other. 


Mr. Stanley Baldwin. 


The political new year will open on 
Saturday for the Prime Minister, when 
he will speak at the annual meeting of 
the Bewdley Conservative Association. 
Mr. Baldwin, in spite of his responsi- 
bilities and of the numerous calls upon 
his time, loses no opportunity of keeping 
in touch with his constituents, and rarely 
misses the yearly meeting of his local 
association. His speech on Saturday 1s 
expected to be more in the nature of an 
intimate talk to his own friends, and hi 
references to the political situation ars 
likely to be of a general description, as 
no decision has yet been reached as to the 
full programme to be submitted to Parlla 
ment next session. 


The Next Election. 


Increased activity rules in political 
circles generally, notably in those of the 
Conservative world; for the warning of 
the Prime Minister that the year must 
be one of preparation for the general 
election has been duly noted. A great 
number of meetings are to be arranged 
for the summer and late autumn, and 
every Minister and Conservative member 
will be called upon to take a part. It is 
expected that Mr. Churchill’s Budget this 
year will be of the window-dressing 
variety, with points appealing to all 
classes ; and a decrease of income tax and 
a return of penny postage are mentioned 
as possibilities. The Conservatives expect 
to return to power with a good majority 
after the next election, but nobody antici- 
pates that the victory will attain any 
thing like the magnitude of that of 1924. 


The Civil Service. 


As a step in the direction of national 
economy, an eight-hour day for civil 
servants is likely to be advocated at 
Westminster by a number of interested 
members of the House of Commons. {It 
is claimed that such an innovation would 
reduce expenses very considerably, since 
no ‘fewer than thirty thousand workers 
would be affected. In addition, it is 
possible that an attempt will be made in 
the House of Commons to secure a Tre- 
vision of the present conditions of service 
in order that entrants may be enlisted 
under entirely new conditions and at 
lower rates of pay. The proposals will 
be strenuously resisted, however; for the 
Government departments are averse from 
sweeping changes of this kind. 


The Home Secretary. 


[I mentioned a few days ago that Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks, the Home Secre- 
tarv, would take a few weeks’ rest abroad 
before the opening of the new session. 
With Lady Jovnson-Hicks, he has gone 
to Mortola, in Italy. During his absence 
Sir Samue! Hoare will take his place at 
the Home Office as Secretary of State. 
While any Secretary of State may act for 
another, (4 is essential that one should 
be at the Home Office to sign the multi- 
plicity of documents continually pouring 
in. It is the first time that this duty 
has fallen to Sir Samuel Hoare. 


Drinking Hours. 


The Government, possibly influenced by 
the representations made by the Associa- 
tion of Conservative Clubs, is considering 
whether it shall not introduce into Parlia- 
ment next session a short bill designed to 
make public-house and club hours uniform 
throughout the country. A Royal Commis 
sion on this question has been suggested 
more than once, but it is now -recognised 
that the appointment of such a _ bod} 
would merely postpone the solution of the 
problem, and, quite possibly, seriously 
offend some millions of club voters. 


Transfers of Labour. 


The Ministry of Labour has started 
operations with a view to assisting in the 
transier of unemployed miners to areas 
where they may find work in other 
industries, both in this country and in 
the Overseas Dominions. Sir Arthur Stee! 
Maitland, Minister of Labour, has been 
successful in securing the services of’ three 
men of great experience to act as Commis- 
sioners, and they will begin an exhaustive 
inquiry at once. Work has to be found 
for many thousands of miners, and it is 
thought that one of the most interesting 
possibilities will be the sending to Canada, 
for seasonal employment on the land, a 
number of men who cannot secure suitable 
work here. 


Trade Union Finance. 


It is obvious from the report of the 
Registrar of Friendly Societies on trade 
unions, issued to-day, that the workers 
are losing confidence in the unions; fort 
during the year 1926, the year reported 
upon, there was a further loss of 300,000 
members, while the expenditure in dispute 
pay was the highest ever experienced. 
The funds were reduced from £12.750.000 
to £8,650,000, and the average income fel] 
by a quarter of a million. The Registrar 
calls attention to the method of handling 
trade union funds, and remarks that heavy 
losses continued to be incurred owing to 
defaications by trade union officials. . 


An Irish Wedding. 


When the Hon. Doreen Wingfield is 
married to Mr. Fitzherbert Wricht at St 
Margaret's,, Westminster, next week. she 
will be given away by her father, Lord 
Powerscourt. She will be followed to the 
altar by a most imposing train of 
attendants, including nine bridesmaids, 
two small girls and four pages. The pages 
will be Nigel Graham, Jeremy Elwes, 
Adrian Van de Weyer and the Hon. 
Desmond Chichester. 


Season Tickets. 


The railway companies, in announcing 
their new charges for season tickets, have 
sprung a surprise on London passengers 
that will cause much annoyance. A season 
ticket hitherto has been available for anv 
intermediate station between the two 
points mentioned on it, a convenience 
much used and appreciated. In future 
only one intermediate station may be 
used, and its name must be given when 
the ticket is issued. A season ticket 
holder in future, wishing to make use of 
an intermediate station not named on his 
ticket, will have to pay the full fare from 
the station he leaves. This new departure 
is in addition to a considerable increase in 
price,

Nicaragua’s War. 

While Mr. Frank Kellogg, President 
Coolidge’s Secretary of State, is trying to 
secure a world agreement for the abolition 
of war, the United States marines, who 
have been “maintaining order” in 
Nicaragua, are having a stormy time. The 
presence of United States forces on the 
territory of an independent Republic is 
not easily explained. They were landed 
about a year ago, when General Sacasa, 
the Liberal leader in Nicaragua, was 
trying to unseat President Diaz, the Con- 
servative ruler of the country; and their 
mission was the protection of the American 
Legation in Managua. Since that time, 
however, the Goyernment of the United 
States has taken definite sides in the 
Nicaraguan. dispute. It has established 
the Diaz Government in power, and its 
marines now are fighting against the rebel 
forces of General Sandino, who has spent 
ten years in Mexico, and apparently is a 
highly formidable guerrilla. The presi- 
dential elections in Nicaragua take place 
during the present month. Many candi- 
dates have offered themselves for election ; 
but the United States Government declares 
that it will recognise nobody who is not 
elected in accordance with the Nicaraguan 
Constitution and the various agreements 
by which the Nicaraguan Government is 
bound. Under the Constitution no candi- 
date may be elected who already has held 
office or has led a revolution in Nicaragua.

Rare Books. 


There was transacted recently in Ire- 
land a curious little comedy of the rare 
book trade. The contents of a fine old 
house in a sequestered corner of the land 
were announced for auction. In the 
rustic auctioneer’s catalogue a breviat of 
the library was given, wherein there were 
several such entries *““The Works of 
William Shakespeare’’ and “ Milton: 
Poems ’’—with no indication whether a 
first folio or a sixpenny edition was 
concerned. A few dealers in books 
descended on that remote house on the 
auction They were mostly from 
across the Channel ; for suspicion had got 
abroad that might found. 
The auctioneer, however, allowed ho time 
for detailed examination and piecemeal 
purchase. He offered the whole library 
in a Jump, and when the bewildered 
visitors hesitated to offer more than a few 
score pounds an adventurous native, 
hitherto unknown among _bibliophiles, 
carried off the entire collection for a sum 
of about £100. Report declares that 
among the uncatalogued volumes bought 
thus like the proverbia! pig in the poke 
were valuable first editions of Swift and 
other eighteenth century authors—single 
volumes which brought their new possessor 
as much a piece as was paid for the 
library. For once the experimenter was 
luckier than the expert. Lucky hauls like 
these grow daily rarer. In Ireland the 
recent sale of old estates threw thousands 
of rare old books on the market, but now 
the supply is all but exhausted. The 
demand, however, slackens not at all.

Out of Pawn. 


“ The choice of all lives is to be poor,”’ 
said the Irish poet, who probably realised 
his ambition. Poverty, however, in olden 


is a different thing from destitution in 
one of our bleak, modern cities. There 
can be few more sordid sights than that 
of the pawnshop in poor neighbourhoods, 
where the household possessions, and the 
pitiful pieces of jewellery belonging to 
happier days, are bartered by the drunken 
sloven and the honest unfortunate, week 
after week, to be lost at last as the weight 
of debt grows overpowering. In Spain a 
strange interruption of this gloomy trade 
is announced. The national Budget for 
the last year has yielded ‘a surplus of 
12,000,000 pesetas—a peseta is roughly the 
equivalent of a shilling—and the Govern- 
ment has decided to devote part of this 
national saving to the redemption of goods 
pawned by poor families. To hundreds of 
homes articles of attire or of furniture, 
pledged for sums needed to tide over little 
difficulties, will be returned through the 
bounty of the State. The cynic will 
discern an astute bid for popularity; but 
Spain—where, once a year, the King 
washes the feet of beggars from the street— 
has a gift for picturesque measures of 
benevolence. It would be interesting to 
know how far twelve million shillings 
would help to relieve the poor of 
Dublin, Belfast and Cork of their 
indebtedness to the trader under the sign 
of the Medici. The Marqués de Estella, 
no doubt, will ensure that this year’s 
remission of debts is not turned into an 
annual custom lest the unthrifty should 
presume upon it; but we could wish that 
everywhere the poor had the opportunity 
afforded to those of Spain to make a fresh 
start.

THE NEEDS. OF GREYSTONES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Smr,—Referring to the description of the 
damage wrought to the pier and to the 
North Beach at Greystones during the 
recent pene and heavy north-easterly 
gale, it may of interest to observe that 
for the past two years my society has en- 
deavoured to awaken the Wicklow County 
Council and other public authorities to the 
exposed condition of this beach and the cot- 
tages erected along its margin. The cor- 
respondence between the society and these 
authorities, and the deputations that have 
impressed upon them the urgent necessity to 
undertake defensive measures, have not been 
entirely fruitless, as, during the past summer, 
a wall was erected to protect the road- 
way and the watermain which serves the 
fifteen dwellings in this neighbourhood. On 
Christmas night, when the gale was at its 
height, and the roadway, where unprotected, 
was crumbling into th sea, it was found that 
several of the cottages would be destroyed, 
as were two at the north end of the beach 
in the gale of November, 1925. Arrange- 
ments were accordingly made, with the kind 
co-operation of the manageress, to house any 
evicted families in the Grand Hotel, and 
fires and other comforts were provided for 
their reception. Fortunately, the emergency 
did not arise, as the new wall held. Con- 
siderable damage occurred, however, and the 
position of the occupiers, many of them 
owners of these cottages, can only be de- 
scribed as deplorable. 

It is the intention of the Society to use 
every effort to have this wall extended and 
the road remade, so that at least some 
measure of security may be afforded to the 
families concerned. It does not seem un- 
reasonable to expect assistance from public 
authorities in saving dwellings from collapse, 
when expenditure is being daily incurred in 
providing new houses throughout the connty 
for the very class who have for so long been 
exposed to danger in Greystones.—Yours, 
etc.,

It is hoped that those interested in the 
cattle trade of Ireland will see that Alderman 
Hall either proves his statement to be true or 
withdraws i1t.—Yours, etc., J. CARROLL.

MR. LOUIS SINCLAIR. 


Mr. Louis Sinclair, who was Conservative 
member of Parliament for the Romford 
Division of Essex from 1897 until 1906, died

CONFERENCE AT THE HAGUE.

| i THE HAGUE, Thursday. 

The sixth Conference of International and 
Private Law was opened to-day in the Palace 
ot Peace by the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
Jonkheer Beelaerts Von Blokland. Twentv- 
two States are represented at the Conference, 
which is presided over by Dr. Loder, former 
President of the Permanent International 
Court of Justice, who also presided over the 
Conference which met in 1925. 

The present Conference will first revive the 
proposed conventions with regard to bank- 
ruptcy and the recognition and execution of 
foreign sentences in their tinal shape. It will 
also complete the draft convention regarding 
inheritance and wills. The question of giving 
the Permanent Court of International Justice 
the right to interpret, if need arises, such 
conventions as have been concluded, and to 
determine their weight and -bearing, will be 
examined. : 

The Conference will also devote some time 
to the data which has been collected with 
regard to the question of gratuitous legal 
advice, as well as to that aspect of the ques- 
tion of nationality, which concerns the rights 
of children. :

AMERICAN AMBITIONS.

The United States seems desirous of 
playing a prominent part in world 
politics; for, having launched a scheme 
for the outlawry of war, which has met 
with a fairly favourable reception all. 
round, its Government now intends to 
call a World Conference with a view to 
the revision of all inter-Alhed war debts 
as well as the Dawes scheme of repara- 
tion payments from Germany. The 
inference must be that the United States 
is considering whether she cannot release 
her Allies from the obligations which 
they incurred in a mutual effort, and at 
the same time relieve the burden placed 
upon Germany. The possibilities of such 
a move are highly intriguing, but at the 
same time there is an inclination in diplo- 
matic circles to regard the proposals as 
likely to undermine the influence of the 
League of Nations. With war and 
reparations swept from its sphere the 
League would be only a shadow; for 
armaments would go in .one case and 
financial security might result from the 


other. 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin. 


The political new year will open on 
Saturday for the Prime Minister, when 
he will speak at the annual meeting of 
the Bewdley Conservative Association. 
Mr. Baldwin, in spite of his responsi- 
bilities and of the numerous calls upon 
his time, loses no opportunity of keeping 
in touch with his constituents, and rarely 
misses the yearly meeting of his local 
association. His speech on Saturday 1 
expected to be more in the nature,of an 
intimate talk to his own friends, and hi« 
references to the political situation ars 
likely to be of a general description, as 
no decision has yet been reached as to the 
full programme to be submitted to Parlla 
ment next session. 


The Next Election. 


Increased activity rules in political 
circles generally, notably in those of the 
Conservative world; for the warning of 
‘the Prime Minister that the year must 
be one of preparation for the general 
election has been duly noted. A great 
number of meetings are to be arranged 
for the summer and late autumn, and 
every Minister and Conservatiye member 
will be called upon to take a part. It is 
expected that Mr. Churchill’s Budget this 
year will be of the window-dressing 
variety, with points appealing to all 
classes ; and a decrease of income tax and 
a return of penny postage are mentioned 
as possibilities. ‘The Conservatives expect 
to return to power with a good majority 
after the next election, but nobody antici- 
pates that the victory will attain any- 
thing like the magnitude of that of 1924. 


The Civil Service. 


As a step in the direction of national 
economy, an eight-hour day for civil 
servants is likely to be advocated at 
Westminster by a number of interested 
members of the House of Commons. It 
is claimed that such an innovation would 
reduce expenses very considerably, since 
no fewer than thirty thousand workers 
would be affected. In addition, it is 
possible that an attempt will be made in 
the House of Commons to secure a Tre- 
vision of the present conditions of service 
in order that entrants may be enlisted 
under entirely new conditions and at 
lower rates of pay. The proposals will 
be strenuously resisted, however; for the 
Government departments are averse from 
sweeping changes of this kind. 


The Home Secretary. 


[ mentioned a few days ago that Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks, the Home Secre- 
tary, would take a few weeks’ rest abroad 
before the opening of the new session. 
With Lady Joynson-Hicks, he has gone 
to Mortola, in Italy. During his absence 
Sir Samue! Hoare will take his place at 
the Home as Secretary of State. 
While any Secretary of State may act for 
another, ‘4 is essential that one should 
be at the Home Office to sign the multi- 
plicity of documents continually pouring 
in. It is the first time that this duty 
has fallen to Sir Samuel Hoare. 


Drinking Hours. | 


The Government, possibly influenced by 
the representations made by. the Associa- 
tion of Conservative Clubs, is considering 
whether it shall not introduce into Parlia- 
ment next session a short bill designed to 
make public-house and club hours uniform 
throughout the country. A Royal Commis 
sion on this question has been suggested 
more than once, but it is now “recognised 
that the appointment of such a bod} 
would merely postpone the solution of the 
problem, and, quite possibly, seriously 
offend some millions of club voters. 


Office 


Transfers of Labour. 


The Ministry of Labour has started 
operations with a view to assisting in the 
transfer of unemployed miners to areas 
where they. may find work in other 
industries, both in this country and in 
the Overseas Dominions. Sir Arthur Stee! 
Maitland, Minister of Labour, has been 
successful in securing the services of three 
men of great experience to act as Commis- 
sioners, and they will begin an exhaustive 
inquiry at once. Work has to be found 
for many thousands of miners, and it is 
thought that one of the most interesting 
possibilities will be the sending to Canada 
for seasonal employment on the land, a 
number of men who cannot secure suitable 
work here. 


Trade Union Finance. 


It is obvious from the report of the 
Registrar of Friendly Societies on trade 
unions, issued to-day, that the workers 
are losing confidence in the unions; fort 
during the year 1926, the year reported 
upon, there was a further loss of 300,000 
members, while the expenditure in dispute 
pay was the highest ever experienced. 
The funds were reduced from £12,750,000 
to £8,650,000, and the average income fel] 
by a quarter of a million. The Registrar 
calls attention to the method of handling 
trade union funds, and remarks that heavy 
losses continued to be incurred owing te 
defaications by trade union officials. _

In future 
only one intermediate station may be 
used, and its name must be given when 
the ticket is issued. A season ticket 
holder in future, wishing to make use of 
an intermediate station not named on his 
ticket, will have to pay the full fare from 
the station he leaves. This new departure 
is in addition to a considerable increase in 
price.

accredited to Saorstat Eireann since the 
foundation of our State, Mr. Stirling. 

The purpose of my visit is primarily to 
convey our thanks for these many mani- 
festations of affection and confidence, to 
convey them in person to the President 
of that great Republic, and to as many of 
our good friends as the all too-short dura- 
tion of my stay will permit me to have 
the honour and the pleasure of meeting. 


TRADE AND SPORT. 

I hope that as a result of the visit our 
country may become better known among 
the great American people. We are a 
small island; they are a continent 3,000 
miles away. It is only natural that we 
do not always succeed in appreciating 
fully the importance of events at that 
distance. 

I have no doubt that there are many 
ways in which our commercial relations 
could be strencthened, many outlets for 
trade which could be discovered, and I 
hope that this visit will give an impetus 
to the discovery of these outlets. Our 
present export trade with the United 
States is very small—about one and a 
half ‘million dollars—and I am satisfied 
that this, could be largely increased if we 
took sufficient care to cater for the 
particular demands of the American 
public. (Hear, hear.) 

I hope, too, that this mission may 
arouse further interest in the many 
attractions which this country affords to 
tourists—our magnificent scenery, our 
hunting, our fishing, and that when these 
attractions become more widely known we 
shall have the pleasure of welcoming 
visitors from the United States in. ever- 
increasing numbers to our shores. 

Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen, I 
thank you very much for the generous 
entertainment you have given me and for 
the good wishes with which you send me 
on my way. This great manifestation on 
the part of the citizens of our capital city 
of their affection and good-will towards 
the great Republic of the New World 
cannot fail to awaken responding chords, 
and: will, I am confident, contribute in no 
smal] degree to the success of the mission.

GRATITUDE TO UNITED STATES. 

Senator Douglas, proposing the toast of

which they all greatly regretted, Mr. Stirling 
was not present.

The population of the United States in- 
cluded millions of citizens who, while loyal to 
the country of their adoption, were bound to 
Ireland by the closest blood relationship. 
President Cosgrave, when he went there, 
would do so not merely as the political head 
of a young State, but as the representative 
of an ancient nation—a mother country that 
had contributed largely of her best sons and 
daughters to make up the great Arnerican 
nation. (Hear, hear.) 

They might claim, without fear of contra- 
diction, that Irishmen had played an honour- 
able part in the making of the United States. 
Ireland owed an enormous 4ebt of gratitude 
to the United States. Through thick and 
thin, and in spite of much misrepresentation, 
their friends in the United States had been 
Jova! to them; and it was his conviction that 
but for their unwavering sympathy and 
support the Free State would not occupy the 
independent position which it holds. in the 
world today. Every movement for Ireland's 
political freedom had been su ported by the 
United States, and when, during the struggle 
which terminated in the Treaty, their people 
were suffering, the American Committee: for 
Relief in Ireland collected and remitted to 
the Irish White Cross Funds almost one and 
a quarter million pounds.

They should ask President Cosgrave to 
tell their friends that they had not for- 
gotten the past, and were still grateful for 
their magnificent help.

An 
oflicial visit of President Cosgrave and his 
reception by the President of the United 
States would be another outward and visible 
sign of the political independence of the 
Free State, and would, he believed, . be 
éspecially welcome to their friends across the 
Atlantic. Many of their friends had been 
watching their progress very closely, and 
thev desired to see Ireland happy and cofi- 
tented, taking her place among the nations 
of the world.

GALE TO-DAY. 


ROUGH WEATHER FOR 
THE WEEK-END. 
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To-day is likely to add a severe and 
widespread South-Easterly gale to the long 
series of weather vagaries which have been 
experienced in the last few weeks. 

An intense cyclone is rapidly approach- 
ing from the Atlantic, and is expected to 
sweep east-south-eastward across Ireland, 
Scotland and Northern England, causing 
very wet and stormy conditions. 

The gale probably will be at its worst 
in the English Channel and the Irish Sea, 
where the wind may reach an average 
velocity of fifty to sixty miles an hour at 
times. 

In Ireland the wind will be south-west, 
veering west or north-west, with rain 
preceding the gale, and, perhaps, some 
fair intervals later. 

In Northern Scotland the day will be 
cold with some snow, but temperatures 
generally should be above the normal for 
the time of year in England. 

A continuance of rough and very un- 
settled weather is indicated over the week- 
end, though sunny intervals are likely. 

Wintry showers occurred in the North 
of Great Britain yesterday, with snow on 
high ground in Scotland. Over the 
greater part of England the day was 
mainly fine and bright, many places in the 
South registering about five hours of sun- 
shine. 


TURKISH PLOT TO AID 
PRINCE CAROL.

AEROPLANE LANDING IN 
RUMANIA ARRANGED. 
From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Thursday. 

The police have discovered an organisa- 
tion that was working in favour of Prince 
Carol of Rumania. According to the 
Aksham,' it was operating on a vast scale, 
and printed manifestoes have been seized. 
The ringleader is said to be a Moslem 
officer, Sabri Bey, belonging to the 
Dobrudja, who was sentenced to death in 
Contumaciam by the Bratianu Govern- 
ment for his intrigues on behalf of Prince 
Carol. His principal coadjutor is stated 
to be a Rumanian’ officer named Colonel 
Vassilesou. 

Sabri Bey printed proclamations 
addressed to the Rumanian people, and 
smuggled them into the Dobrudja via 
Constanza. It was apparently planned to 
induce Prince Carol to come to Con- 
stantinople, and then arrange for him to 
proceed by aeroplane to Rumania. 

The papers publish facsimiles of the 
mani festoes. 

The Rumanian Minister here says that 
no importance need be atfached to the 
conspiracy which has been unearthed. 
The Rumanian Government was frlly in- 
formed of the doings of Sabri Bey and his 
companions, who, it is believed, were 
inspired by interested motives, and were 
probably acting without the knowledge of 
Prince Carol.

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| TRADE UNIONS’ 
LOSSES. —. 

“FALL OF 300,000 IN 
MEMBERSHIP. 


FUNDS DOWN BY OVER 
£4,000,000.

“There was a further loss of 300,000 
in the membership oí registered trade 
unions in 1926,’’ states the report of the 
Chief Registrar of British Friendly 
Societies for 1926, which was issued yes- 
terday. 

“Owing to, the general strike there was 
the heaviest’ expenditure in dispute pay 
ever experienced by registered trade unions 
in any one year. In consequence their 
funds were reduced from £12,750,000 to 
£8,650,000. In one other year only have 
trade unions suffered such great inroads 
on their funds—viz., in 1921, when they 
dispersed £7,000,000 unemployment pay.” 


EIGHTEEN UNIONS DISAPPEAR. 

Sixteen trade unions were registered 
during the year and eighteen were re- 
moved from the register. The registra- 
tions were the same as in 1925, the lowest 
recorded since the war. Ten unions were 
dissolved, and eight were removed from 
the register by cancelling. All these 
unions were small and most of them of 
recent formation. 

The oldest, and from the point of view 
of funds, also the largest, of these unions 
was the Amalgamated Association of 
Pressmen, established in 1834 and regis- 
tered in 1879. It had 165 members and 
£1,411 funds at the end of 1925. Dissolu- 
tion was decided upon, and ‘apparently 
the members joined another union, to 
which most of the funds were paid over. 
For the first time since 1915 there were 
no removals from the register resulting 
from amalgamation. 


DEFALCATIONS. 

“Heavy losses,” states the report, “ con- 
tinued to be incurred owing to defalca- 
tions by trade union officials. Most of 
the defalcations arose in the branches, 
and it is to be regretted that, in spite of 
attention being drawn to the matter by 
the Registrar, unions do not always adopt 
the ordinary business precaution of re- 
quiring guarantees from officers in receipt 
or charge of money. Moreover, it is often 
apparent that the opportunity for dis- 
honesty has been created by loose financial 
arrangements and lax control. 

“Tn some instances it was necessary to 
urge unions to obtain professional assist- 
ance with the view of putting accounting 
methods on a basis and

CONSUL’S REPLY TO M.P.’S

GERMANY’S FOREIGN 
DEBTS. 
480,000,000 MARKS IN 
ANNUAL INTEREST. 

REUTER’8 CORRESPONDENT: 
BERLIN, Thursday. 
Germany’s foreign indebtedness up to 
the end of 1927 is estimated by the 
Statistical Bureau to be between 8.8 
milliard and 9.3 milliard marks, not in 
cluding the Dawes loan of 950 millions, 
the interest on which is covered by re- 
parations. 
Long-term loans, 
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mostly raised by 
public bodies, are estimated at 4.1 
milliard and short-term loans at 100 
millions, while the balance is made up by 
short-term credits. 

Among private borrowers heavy in- 
dustries take the first place, while the in- 
debtedness of the chemical and textile in- 
dustries amounts to only 13.5 and 24 
millions respectively. 

On the other hand, amounts standing 
to the credit of Germany from exports 
are estimated at from 2.7 to 3 milliard 
marks. It is estimated that Germany 
has to pay 480 million marks annually, 
interest on her foreign loans. 


IRAQ FRONTIER RAIDS. 


PUNITIVE EXPEDITION TO 
BE SENT. 
RevuTerR’s CORRESPONDENT: 
BAGHDAD, Thursday. 
In the Chamber of Deputies to-day the 
Premier announced that the Iraq Govern- 
ment, with the co-operation of the British 
Government, had decided to send a puni-

The raids on defenceless shepherds had 
been characterised, the Premier said, by 
the crudest savagery.

It-is understood that Ibn Saud is col- 
lecting a force with which he will attack 
Faisal Dawish from the south. The dis- 
trict to be. attacked by the combined 
Anglo-Iraq force is Artawiyah, some three 
hundred miles south-west of Basra. 
PLIGHT OF BEDOUIN WOMEN.

Bedouin women and girl refugees from 
the recent Wahabi massacre, who drifted 
in scores into the Iraq desert towns, naked 
and hungry, torn and bleeding, would 
have been cast forth again by the 
dwellers, ‘ who dislike nomads,”’ weeping 
and wailing, into the desert but for 
British interference.

MR. KELLOGG’S 
PEACE MOVE. 


LEAGUEOF NATIONS 
UNION’S VIEW. 


A REAL ADVANCE. 


QUESTION OF THE 
COVENANT.

The American proposal to outlaw war 
was commented on by the League of 
Nations Union in the following state- 
ment, issued last night :— 

‘It is suggested in some quarters that 
the proposal contained in Mr. Kellogg’s 
Note to M. Briand, on December 28th, 
is not consistent with the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. Naturally it is right, 
as M. Briand mentions in his reply of 
January 4, to study it very carefully in 
its relation to the obligations of the 
Covenant ; but to assume that it is con- 
trary to those obligations is, we believe, a 
complete mistake. 

‘The important passage of Mr. 
Kellogg’s despatch is: ‘ The Government 
of the United States is prepared, there- 
fore, to concert with the Government of 
France, with a view to the conclusion of 
a treaty among the principal Powers of 
the world, open to signature by all 
nations, condemning war and renouncing 
it as an instrument of national policy in 
favour of the pacific settlement of inter- 
national disputes.’ 

“ The only point where this proposal 
seems to differ from the Covenant is that 
it makes no provision for the action to be 
taken if the treaty is broken, whereas the 
Covenant takes into consideration what is 
to be done in these circumstances. The 
Covenant provides, under Article 16, for a 
boyeott and a blockade of the treaty- 
breaker, and under Article 10 provides 
that he shall not be allowed to retain 
his spoils. 

“It is not necessary to assume that Mr. 
Kellogg ignored the contingency of a 
States refusing to submit to arbitration 
because in this general Note he does not 
mention it. The proposed treaty, if 
ratified, would undoubtedly constitute a 
real advance. It is not a mere academic 
condemnation of war as an international 
crime. The terms of the American Note 


a renunciation of war in favour of arbitra- 
tion in all cases of controversy that might 
arise between the signatory States. 
“From the point of view of the League 
of Nations Union, the plain fact is that 
war can no longer be tolerated between 
the chief civilised countries, and that a 
way must be found, through the treaty 
proposed by Mr. Kellogg or otherwise, for 
the recognition of this fact by all peoples.”’ 


FRENCH COMMENT.

PARIS, Thursday. 

In an article favourably commenting on 
Mr. Kellogg's Peace Pact proposal, the 
Temps writes:—No member of the League 
of Nations could consent to sign such an 
agreement, except with the reservation of 
all jts international obligations, and to 
the extent that the agreement really 
harmonises with all the stipulations of the 
League Covenant. 

The Débats remarks that Mr. Kellogg’s 
proposal does not conflict with the League 
Covenant. 

The Liberté compares Mr. Kellogg to 
the registrar who, when marrying a young 
couple, asks them if they will swear 
always to remain faithful to one another, 
and adds that the young couple always 
answer “ Yes’’; but divorces occur all the 
same.

SEVERE CONDEMNATION 
OF POLICY. 

From ‘‘ Tue Times’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

A resolution which was introduced in the 
Senate this morning by Mr. Wheeler, of 
Montana, and was referred to the Foreign 
Relations Committee, called for investigation 
of the situation in Nicaragua. 

Mr. Wheeler maintains that the United 
States is carrying on war without the consent 
of Congress, and he wants to know the source 
and sanctions of concessions in Nicaragua for 
which American lives are being sacrificed. 
Some of these concessions, he says roundly, 
have been obtained by unconscionable 
methods. 

Enemies of the Administration are every- 
where jumping gleefully at the chance to 
create embarrassment—something which can 
be done too easily. 

The coincident publication of Mr. Kellogg’s 
peace nete and the news of the dispatch of 
strong marine reinforcements to Nicaragua 
is a temptation to irony, or to condemnation 
too strong to be resisted, and the imminence 
of the Pan-American Conference at Havana 
lends to criticism a special power to disturb 
the official mind. 


THE PAN-AMERICAN CONFERENCE, 


The suggestion was made the other day 
that several of the delegations to the Con- 
ference would endeavour to stir up discussion 
on the question of the intervention by one 
Power of this hemisphere in the affairs of 
another Power, and its effect in high quarters 
was to bring the rather annoyed reminder 
that since nothing of the sort appeared on 
the agenda of the Conference the question 
could not be brought into debate. Even 
though this be so, it is difficult to avoid 
trouble, and some citizens of the United 
States are of opinion that their Government 
would do better to grasp this nettle firmly. 

A representative of the Nicaraguan. chief- 
tain, Sandino, “ the bandit leader,’’ as Mr. 
Kellogg always calls him, speaking from 
Mexico City, is responsible for the story that 
hundreds of United States Marines have been 
killed and the fact suppressed by the Navy 
Departmert. This. was immediately denied, 
and the Marine casualties were officially 
stated to have been 16, but when the denial 
appeared in the Press it was accompanied by 
ait estimate, quite unofficial, of course, of 
Nicaraguan losses in hundreds.

RAPID CHANGES ON 
NEW YORK MARKET. 


IMMENSE FOREIGN 
INVESTMENTS. 
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From EEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 

i NEW YORK, Thursday. 

A sweeping reaction,~ followed by a 
partial recovery, was the dominant feature 
of the Stock market to-day. The early 
selling was based upon the unexpectedly 
large increase in Stock Exchange member 
loans. The subsequent recovery was in- 
fluenced by the reduction in call money 
rates from 43 to 4 per cent., as against 
the opening rate of 5 per cent. yesterday. 

Trading was in tremendous volume. The 
tape machine fell nearly half an hour 
behind the market. Judging by the turn- 
over in the first four hours, to-day’s sales 
promised to run well over three million 
shares. 

Spectacular declines took place in some 
recently strong specialities. Midland Steel 
Products Deferred dropped 28 points to 
252, to rally later to 265. United States 
Steel and General Motors both fell from 
5 to 5 points. 

The gradual recovery of the market this 
afternoon was ttimulated by the reported 
increase in steel mill operations and the 
predictions of a substantial gain in un- 
filled orders of the United States Steel 
Corporation. 


AMERICA AS A CREDITOR NATION. 


According to a message from Washing- 
ton, all peace time “ records ” for foreign 
investments by American capitalists were 
broken during 1927. The Department of 
Commerce estimates that American pur- 
chases of foreign securities during the year 
reached a total of 1,574,960,575 dollars, or 
nearly 9 per cent. above the previous 
“ record ” of 1,318,554,850 dollars in 1926. 

Much of last year’s gain in foreign in- 
vestments is due to the rush of foreign 
borrowers during the last quarter of the 
year to obtain American funds, according 
to the Department of Commerce. While 
the Latin American countries began to 
increase their borrowings in the United 
States during the last year, Europe con- 
tinued to hold first place in the production 
of securities for American purchase, one 
of the novelties in the field being the 
appearance of British companies on occa- 
sions as the originators of loans floated 
in the United States. Canadian companies 
continued to figure prominently in the 
American Money market during the year. 


SOME FOREIGN LOANS. 


The Department also cited a number of 
figures to show “the growth and activity 
of America as a creditor nation.” Thus, 
Poland obtained forty-seven million dollars 
to aid its monetary stabilisation, Brazil 
got forty-one and a half million for a 
similar purpose, while a fifty million 
dollars bond issue of the International 
Match Corporation, though technically a 
corporate issue, in fact went to pay off 
the French Government’s debts to the 
United States. 


THE SOUTH WALES 
COALFIELD. 


PROPOSED GROUPING OF 
THE COLLIERIES. 


South Wales coal-owners met at Cardiff 
yesterday to discuss the scheme for 
stabilising the coalfield; but, in view of 
new points raised, it was agreed to defer 
definite action. 

The official report states that Mr. 
Thomas Evans gave a résumé of the work 
of the Sub-Committee deputed to deal with 
the grouping of the collieries, classifica- 
tion of coal and the fixing of minimum 
prices. It was arranged that particulars 
of the proposed grouping and minimum 
prices should be issued within a few days 
to colliery companies, who will submit 
their suggestions to the Grouping Com- 
mittee. 

There will be a further meeting of all 
the colliery companies towards the end 
of the month, when it is expected chat 
the formation of an association will be 
completed. It was stated that ninety per 
cent. of the output of the coalfield was 
represented at the meeting. 


ALLEGED JEWISH

During the past six months a young 
Jew, living in a cave on the northern out- 
skirts of Jerusalem, gained the reputation 
of a Messiah and a wonder-worker.

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INDUSTRY PICKING UP.

BRIGHTEST PROSPECTS SINCE 
THE ARMISTICE. 

In opening a new Employment Exchange 
at Southport yesterday, Mr. H. B. Betterton, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the British Minis 
try of Labour, said:—Disregarding for the 
moment the grave situation in the agricul- 
tural, cotton and coal industries, we are 
satisfied, speaking generally, that industrial 
prospects, taking the country as.a whole, and 
judging by every test we can possibly apply, 
are brighter now than at any time since the 
armistice. I think that we can look forward 
with some confidence, if not to a boom in 
trade, at any rate to a period of greater 
prosperity than we have been able to antici 
pate for the last seven or eight years.

THE AMERICAN VIEW—

TICKLISH OPERATIONS.

The treatment of sick animals whieh’ 
are the property of people unable to afford 
to pay for it has long engaged the atten- 
tion of animal welfare workers, For over 
twenty years the Veterinary College at 
Ballsbridge has had a free clinic for such 
cases, and veterinary surgeons have iss 
tickets to the poor to enable them to, bring 
their sick animals there for free treat- 
ment, and, when necessary, free medicines. 
Much has been done through this agency 
to relieve suffering, but numbers of le 
were unable to take advantage of if, 
thorning hours during which the free clinic. 
is open are not convenient for workers, 
who are at too great a loss through having 
to give up a day in order to bring their 
animals for treatment. . 

Special dispensaries devoted solely to 
the needs of poor owners of animals were 
badly wanted to ensure proper veterinary 
treatment of horses and donkeys, on whom 
the owners’ livelihood depended, 
as of household’ pets. The 
possible appreciation has been shown of 
the dispensaries of this kind which have 
heen opened recently. Since more has 


heen done to give help, it has been notice-, 


able that (he owners themselves are taking 
far better care of their animals. 


THE FIRST DISPENSARY. 


The first of these dispensaries opened in 
Dublin was at 4a Portobello Harbour, 
where during the last eighteen months 
over seven thousand animal patients have 
received treatment. This establishment 
is run by the Irish Blue Cross Association 
and has proved so useful that its present 
quarters have become quite inadequate for 
it activities. On Saturday next the dis- 
pensary is to be moved to new premises at 
the rear of 355 Fitzwilliam place, where 
there is much better accommodation, in- 
cluding surgery, operating room, and 


i quarters for the matron in charge and for

has been at Portobello Harbour, on each 
Wednesday and Saturday evening, from 
6.30 to 8.50, the place is usually well 
attended, and sometimes is crowded out.

union ieaders and the more progressive em: 
ployers . were .thinking in. terms of © peace 
rether than of ,bickering afd: strife. hat 
change of attitude was undoubtedly brought 
about to a great extent by the lessons of the 
general strike. A ‘‘ feeler’’ was put out by 
Mr. George Hicks in his presidential address 
to the Edinburgh Trades Union Congress. 
There was a reply iw general terms from the 
Confederation of Employers’ organisations, 
bui there the matter seemed likely to rest. 
No organisation representing the employers or 
“the trade unions appeared to be ready to 
take ,the initiative im organising or suggest- 
ing a péace,conference. ‘Shere was obviously 
a danger that the’ ideas and tendencies which 
were: prevalent on both sides would not be 
converted into a practical and definite pro- 
position. 

EMPLOYERS’ POSITION. 

According to his own statement at an 
ermloyers’ luncheon in London to-day, or. 
Citrine, on his own responsibility, made 
public statements, in which he suggested an 
approach to the Trades Union Congress by 
scme aathoritative body or organisation of 
employers.

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ROADSIDE BLAZE AT 
MIDNIGHT.

The young driver of a motor lorry was 
burned to death and four other drivers, who 
courageously tried to rescue him, were in- 
jured-in a series of explosions which followed 
the crashing of a motor lorry, laden with 
chemicals, down an embankment on -the side 
of the famous Watling street, near Hockliffe, 
Bedfordshire, late on Wednesday night. 

The driver of the ill-fated lorry, George 
Revett, a single young man, of Suffolk Park 
road, Walthamstow, was engaged in taking a 
load of chemicals from the works of Messrs. 
Alright and Wilson, Limited, of Oldbury, 
Birmingham, in the direction of London, the 
lorry belonging to the Bulwark Manufactur- 
ing Company, of Archway road, London, 
N.6.. With its heavy cargo the lorry ap- 
pears to have either skidded or got out of 
control when half-way down the hill at Hock- 
liffe. about midnight. 


EXPLOSION ROUSES VILLAGE. 

A deafening explosion, the noise of which 
roused the whole village, followed, and the 
lorry and its load burst into a mass of flames, 
in which the’ driver was burned to death. 
Gallant efforts to save him from the flames 
were made by the drivers of other lorries 
passing along the road. 

The flames shot into the sky to a great 
height and were seen for miles around. The 
blaze.continued for some hours, and there 
was a succession of minor explosions as quap- 
tities of the chemicals became ignited. 

Sidney Wagstaffe, aged about 28, of St. 
Andrew's road, Walthamstow, a lorry driver 
in chatge of a similar load to that driven 
by Revett, was the first on the scene.. He 
saw Revett’s lorry disappear through the 
hedge at the top of the. embankment, and 
immediately ran,to the rescue. 

“I did what I could,” he told a Press 
representative in the Woburn Hospital, where 
he was suffering from burns to the face and 
hands and shock, “bat then there was a big 
explosion and I became unconscious. When 
I came round I found myself lying on a 
patch of snow at the foot of the embank- 
ment.”” 

GALLANT DRIVERS. 

Other lorry drivers, who were taken to the 
County Hospital at Bedford result of 
their desperate efforts to get body 
from the burning lorry, were Joseph Hanson, 
aged twenty, of Ascot road, Luton; Fred 
Warren, aged twenty-six, Beresford road, 
Luton, and Tom Plowman, aged twenty-two, 
of Dale road, Luton. They were driven 
back time after time by. the flames as they 
endeavoured to rescue Revett. 

Wagstaffe and. Hanson subsequently were 
discharged from hospital. Plowman was 
stated last night to b comtortable,”. but 
the condition .of Warren, who is severely 
burned on the head and face, is serious. 

The efforts were all the 
courageous, because at the time the would-he 
rescuers believed that the lorry contained 
ammunition. (his impression ,was caused, 
not only by the explosions, but by the 
appearance of the cylinders in 
chemicals were contained. 


CYLINDERS MISTAKEN FOR SHELLS. 

‘What we k now ‘to be 
looked exactly like twelve-inch shells,’’ 
one man who came to the spot from the 
neighbouring village ‘‘It put the wind up 
us, for we thought they might have been real 
live projectiles, and we felt that if one of 
these exploded it. would be all up with all of 
us. Had there been a fire brigade handy we 
might have saved the poor driver, but unhap- 
pily there was. not. As it was; there w 
difficulty in getting water at all until some- 
body found a well, and the little water that 
was available then seemed to help the flamas 
rather. than to quell them.’’ 

Hanson, interviewed before his discharge 
from hospital, said :—‘‘ Warren and I were 
on a lorry belonging to Messrs. Brigland, of 
Luton,’ and’ had stopped about 11.30 p.m., 
facing Fenny Stratford. We saw a burst of 
flame in ‘the distance, and went to the spot 
where we íound a lorry in the ditch burning 
furiously, I noticed that it was loaded with 
metal cases, which «looked like ghell cases. 
Some of them had fallen over the driver, and 
1 saw his bare legs surrounded by flames. 


HOW WARREN WAS INJURED. 

A voice said, ‘Help me to get 
out of this,’ and I tried back 
board of the lorry as a lever to ot 
the shells off. but the wi ight Was Lo0 great.

The petrol and 
oil had already become ignited. and it was 
hard to get: near the lorry. 

DRIVER'S CRY FOR HELP. 

“We went through the smoke, and heard 
the driver shouting, ‘Pull me out: I am 
burning.” His clothes were in flames: he had 
been thrown from his seat over the radiator 
and boxes of phosphorus were piled on top of 
him. One us got a piece of timber and 
tried to prise up a portion of the wreckage 
with the Ob) t of getting him out. Wac- 
stafie got hold of his legs, and then one of 
the burst and there was an ex 
plosion. Wagstaffe shouted, ‘I am nded,’ 
and after that apparently became unconscious. 

“Despite all our efforts we could not get 
Revett out. We looked at what was in the 
lorry and the containers appeared to be 
shells, and very dangerous; we had to 
give up any more attempts, thinking that our 
own lives were in great danger. 
a strong smell of fumes from the Ch: 
In the attempts at rescue, W agstafie becam 
alight himseil. and I rolled him | 
to put out the flames. Wagstaffe did magnie 
ficently, as did two others of the drivers who 
came to the rescue. Those men were taken to 
hospital in Bedford.’’

A Press representative vesterday afternoon 
was given to understand that there were two 
hundred containers on the lorry.

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had been replaced by stoppers. 


The identification of Revett’s body came 
about. in an extraordinary and very pathetic 
way. His brother, Frederick, who previously 
had driven the ill-fated. vehicle and who 
the. same. firm, was driving to 
Birmingham yesterday morning. Passing the 
scene of the tragedy he alighted, out of 
curiosity, to see what had caused the crowd 
to assemble. At once he recognised the 
lorry number, and exclaimed: “Why, it is 
my old *bus.” Ie was then taken to the 
body lying in the garage, and he recognised 
it as that of his yuunger brother. for whom 
he had obtained employment in the firm.

Sir Henry Coward, whose recent vigorous 
condemnation of jazz attracted. much atten- 
tion, returned to the attack last night, when 
he addressed the Incorporated Society oí 
Musicians at the Hotel Metropole, London. 

He said that he considered it a racial 
question. ;“ We see a decided lowering of 
the pre-war standard in ethics, morals, 
languages and conduct.’ Joined to this there 
is a feverish exploitation of low types of 
pleasure in the younger generation. This has 


led to, or synchronises with, the vulgarisation 


of English taste and artistic ideals by means 
of many American cinema pictures and the 
unutterable Yankee musical comedies, revues 
aud plays.” 

Declaring that jazz should be denounced 
and made taboo among the white races. Sir 
Henry added—*‘ It is a low type of primitive 
music; it is de¢idedly atavistic.’’ It is 
founded on crude rhythms suggested by 
stamping the foot and clapping the hands. 
This .is.. heightened by the exaggeration of 
syncopation and the mauling, twisting and 
breaking up of ordinary rhythms in the 
frenetic melody instruments. 

MAKING A FOOL OF THE TROMBONE. 

“In addition to this, it debases both music 
and instruments by making them farcical. 
The noble trombone is made to bray like an 
ass, guffaw like a village idiot, and moan like 
a eow in distress: (Laughter.) The silver- 


tongued trumpet is made to screech, produce 
drawing a nail on a slate, the 
nocturnal tomcat.

Laughter. ) 

‘Finally, to my charge jazz being 
vulgar, low, blatant and boisterous, I will 
add that it is barren in invention. It limits 
all development in composition, murders the 
melody it pirates, defames all the classics it 
touches. It is atavistic in its effect on its 
devotees, and lowers the dignity of the ball- 
room. 

“Young folk may say what they like 
that they can dance better to it. That 
nonsense. Shuffling along--they call. that 
dancing. It is anti-social. You find a person 
dancing with one person all the night. It is 
time to tell them for the sake of the race 
that, they must deny themselves that pleasure. 
I trust that we, as musicians, will do our 
best to ban it and banish it.” 

“JAZZ A SYMPTOM OF THE TIMES.”’ 

Mr. Arthur Bliss, the composer, thought 
that the difference between the original negro 
music, from which jazz.quite obviously came, 
and the sort of music to which people danced 
was as as the difference between full 
dress and a loin cloth. ‘“‘ Jazz, if anything, 
Is a symptom of the times and not the cause 
of the times,’’ he declared 

Mr. Reginald Batten, leader of the Savoy 
Havana Band. said that many people who 
were continually damning jazz. music had 
never heard anv the best jazz bands, many 
of which had “arrived” because their render- 
ing of popular numbers were musically clever 
and nleasing. Modern dances were designed 
to allow the most originality. The in- 
dividual dancer had ceased to be an auto- 
maton, and this, he thought, was the -secret
